None have taken into Conſideration, or condeſcended to 
tell us, whether the 7rappolin, Scapin, Harlequin or Sca- 
ramouch be Originals ; or it France be a Species of Stage- 
Poetry unknown to the Ancients. This Subje&t therefore 
being yet untouchk'd, and the Bookſeller having occaſion to 
re-print this ſhort Play, I thought it worth the buſigels of a 
Pretace to ſpeak my Sentiments of the matter , though but 


to provoke ſome Learned Perſon to clear the Doubt, and

"Tis agreed that the Word Perſona in a reſtrained. Sence 
\gnifics only the Vizard or Counterteit Face worn by the 
Actor : But in larger and more frequent Acceptation, the 
whole Habit or Dreſs of Him that enter'd the Scene ; 
which (under the Reign of Old Comedy) was contrived 
exactly like the uſual wearing Garb: of tome Perſon 
whom they had a-mind to reprelent upon the Stage. An 
Inſtance heregf againſt no lefs a Perſon than Socrates we 
find deſcribed at large by Zan. - The Subſtance of the 
Story is this : That Ari/tophazes-in his vepeAw repreſented 
both the Figure, Geſture and Habit of Socrates, with which 
'SpeQtacle the Athenians were at firlt {urprized. However,the 
common ſort pretently expreſſed tiicir Applauſe. Socrates 
himſelf being then amongſt the Audience, not by chance 
but deſign, and ſeated where be migit be moſt expoſed to 
view, encountring with his grave, fteddy and unconcerned 
Countenance at once the Mimickry ot the Actor, and Ral- 
-kry of the Poet. | 
But whether the Stage-drefſes and Masks were made in 
Tmitation of ſome particular Perſon, or ' contrived by Ha- 
mour and Fancy, as might be moſt agreeable to the Fable,

That this manner of Celebrating the of Bacebus was 
in uſe not only amongithe -7hraciows 'and Greeks, but alſo 
very frequent and ancient among the Latins. We have 
evigent Proof from Yirgil's Georgicks, Lib.

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The good Ulſes that have been made of Vizards 
and Counterteit-Habits, without the compals of the 
Theatre would make no (mall Collection, but the Abu- 
les of them much greater. This would afford- more 
Horror than Diverſion. The yearly Harveſt of Wick- 
ednels, and evil Conſequences occafhon'd by the Car- 
nival at Yenice, give too ſufficient Proofs of the Mil- 
chief. Larvatz took their Appellation from Larva, 
a Vizard; and Larva from the Lares,*Wwhom the Anci- 
ents ſuppoſed to poſſeis Men's Minds with Madnels. 
This was aſcribed as- peculiar to thofe Powers. Can 
there be greater - Demooſtratiun -of DiſtraQion- and 
Frenzy of all forts, than in the ſmpious Practices and 
Debaucheries at the fore-mentioned Feſtival > Can all 
their Morrtifications of the enſuing Lent make any to-

But then there are 
ſo ſew Improbabilities that will appear pleaſant in the Re- 
preſentation, that it will ſtrain the beſt Invention to find 
them out, and require the niceſt Judgment to manage 
them when they are conceived. Extravagant and mon- 
ſtrous Fancies are but ſick Dreams, that rather torment 
than divert the Mind ; but when Extravagancy and Im- 
probability happen to pleale at all, they do it to purpoſe, 
becauſe they ſtrike our_ Thought with greateſt Surpriſe. 
But to our Queſtion, | 
I cannot averr, that the Ancients had Entertainments 
on the Stage entirely reſembling the Harlequin and Sca- 
ramouch, but 'tis highly probable that the Satyrical Diver- 
ſions and [nterludes invented to * relieve 
the Heavineſs of Tragedy were of this * om _ 
Nature. For that they were introduced . Þ,. 
for Mirth and Rallery, and thereby to 
help oft the ſerious Action, is. expreſly told us.

Farce. Nay, I have ſome where read (though | cannot 
at -preſent recolle& my Author ) that their Comick 
AQors uſed to deliver what they had to ſay in various and 
feigned Tones, which was Harlequis's' manner. 

'Nor will this appear — if we conſider particu- 
larly the Geſticulations, Tricks, Feats of Activity and 
wonderful Performances of another fort of Acars whom 
they called Mimi and Pantomimi, from their admirable 
knack at Mimickry ; which was not the leaft of Far/e- 
-quin's and Scaramouch's Talents. *Tis unconceivable how 
expert theſe Perſons were in humorous Actions, as will 
appear by a few Teſtimonies very well worth our menti- 
'Oning. 

Their Performance was {o extraordinary, that asStrabo 
informs us, Lib. 14. their Art was called yayedey, their 
Legerdemain Shifts, Slights and Poſtures, Magical Arts, 
Preſtigia: And further aſſerts, Eos quam ſepifſime arga- 
amento 6 Comediu deſumpto varias perſonas repreſentaſſe, 
wunc feming , nunc lenonis, nunc Adulteri, nunc temulents, 
To which we may add that old Epigram,

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There was no Fable accommoIlated to the Stage, which 
theſe Mute-ARors could not reprelent by Geſtures and 
Movements of their Body. For as Lucian ſays, Perſe- 
nis in Scenam introduftis, geſtibus per omnia reſponderent, 
neque ea que dicuntur ab introduttus optimatibus, aut agri> 
colts, aut mendicis diſcrepabant ſed in unoquoq; iforum pro: 
prietas & excellentia demonfirabantur. In dumb Action and 
Geſtures they could expreſs, and as it were, ſpeak what 
they pleaſed. Wherefore * 7:graves amongft 
all the Rarities the World's Imperial City .* Vid. Scalig.: 
afforded, begged one of theſe Pantomimes ©** | 1: 
to ſerve him as it were for an Interpreter to all Nations. 

Pantomimus (ſays Caſſed. Yar. 4. Epiſlt. ult.) a multi» 
faria imitatione nomen eſt, idem corpus Herculem deſignat 
& wenerem, faminam preſentat & marem ; Regem facit 
& Militem ; Senem reddit & fJuvenem ut in uno videas 
eſſe multos, And Lacian ſeeing a Pantomime prepare to 
perſonate five Repreſentations, cries, That the Mimick 
ſeem'd to him to have five Souls, who could exhibit ſo 
many Perſonages with one Body, What was allthis but 
Farce to the Degree of Harlequin with his Cloak, whisk'd 
about, and aQtiog a Windmit:. 

All this, you'll fay, was only Farce of Action, Farce 
in the Player, nothing on the Poets Part, no Proot that. 
the Ancients had any writterr Farce. 

I will not affirm they had any Stage-Play entirely of 
Harlequin and Scarramouch's Caſt ; but if Melzer's Come- 
dies come under the Denomination of Farce, (as every 
body allows ) *tis. plain. that both the Greets and Romans: 
had Farcical Plays. The Comedies of Ariſtophanes and. 
Plautus are moſtly of. this Cut, call them Palate, Togate, 
mixt Comedy, low Comedy, or what you will. Their 
Old Comedy, generally (peaking, had .the very Air of 
Farce. AriiFophanes his: Socrates Philoſophing: in a Bas- 
ket, &c. is as much Farce as any thing in. the Dm 
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of Mr. Shadwell's Virtuoſo. The Frog and Swimming- 
Maſter, Tame Spider, Bottled Air, Sc are not more 
Humorous and Farcy.. + Ariſtophanes his Frogs were a ve- 
ry Rehearſal of thole days: As our Fletcher's Knight of 
the Burning Peſtle- was a ſort of Qyixot on. the Stage. 
Which teaches us, that Farce is not. inconſiſtent wath 
good Sence, becauſe'tis capable of Satyr, which is Sence 
with a Vengeance. The Amphytrio and Menech of Plau- 
tus through the whole Contrivance and Courſe of Acci 
dents are all Farce. They were the Originals of Shake- 
ſpear's Comedy of Errours, and the [ralian Trappoline. 
| would not. be:a Heretick in Poetry, but Reaſon and'Ex- 
perience 'convince us, that the beſt Comedies of Beg. 
Fohnſox are near a-kin to Farce ; nay, the moſt entertain- 
ing iparts of them are Farce it (elf. "The Alchymiſt which 
cannot be read by any ſenfible Man wirhout  Aſtoniſh- 
ment, ,is Farce from the opening of the Firſt Scene to 
the-ead of the Intreigue. *Tis Farce, but ſuch Farce as 
bequeaths that Bleſſing (pronounced by Horace) on hum 
Thar ſhall attempt the like.
